scenes in the Chamber of Deputies this 
-atternoon, owing to Royalist denunci- 
ations of President Loubet, and the 
sold lei's on duty finally had to expel 
thr- chief and anti-Loubet speaker, JI. 
nitms de la Gentaye. 


The Chamber of Deputies met at 2 


•oYlock this afternoon. The public gal- 
leries were crowded • with fashionable 
jipnplc Including: many ladles in pretty 
toilets, who used their fans vigorously 
-on account of the heat. 
The galleries 


of the Senators and diplomats, were 
-also Cull. 
There was a Jarge and-early 


•attendance of Deputies who eagerly 
discussed the situation of yesterday. 
Premier Dupuy and the Minister of 
-Justice, M. Lebret. sat on the ministe- 
rial bench. 


M. Laloge, who moved tlje Interpola- 


tion, rose at 2:25 p. m. and said the 
"hour for action had struck. The state- 
-ment caused cheers from the Leftists 
•and murmurs from the Rightists, and 
;a babel of cries in which MM. Casagni- 
ue and Laecee, anti-Semite, partici- 
pated.

had been warned before hand of yes- 
terday's demonstration.

logized President Loubet, who, he said, 
undertook the Presidency in a time of

t is believed that it will stop oil devel- 
pment if the price of casing remains 
ong at the lop notch, and it has been 
ilnted that the iron trust and the 
tandard Oil' trust were standing to- 
ethor to prevent the development of 
ie California oil regions, but that- Is 
ardly likely. 
Truman G. Hart was asked yester- 
ay how the increased price of iron 
asinff would affect the oil develop- 
ent on' the West Sid.e. 
He gave it as 


Us opinion that It Would have a ten- 
ancy to stop wholesale prospecting 
nd wild-cat schemes, hut he thought 


would have little or no effect on 
gitimate development. 
People who 


mow that they have good prospects 
ill develop them, but there will not 
e so much prospecting with slight 
mnces of striking petroleum. 
Continuing, Mr. Hart said that the 
inch price of casing would stop the 
nking of wells in the southern part 
' the state, when it would not seri- 
usly Interfere with work on the "West 
Ide for the reason that the southern 
ells are all small flowing wells, pro- 
ucing only thirty and forty harrels a 
ay. 
Hence, when the cost of striking 


lis small flow becomes excessive the 
evelbpment of the wells does riot pay. 
n the Coalinga district, however, it is 
ifferent. 
As is well known, wells 


1th marvelous flows have been struck 
icre. which pay moet handsome re- 
urns. 
The increased price of iron 


oes not alfect the' oil belt in Fresno 
ounty as seriously as it does that of 


e southern part of the state. 
Mr. Hart does not attribute the In- 
•eased price of casting altoge.ther to 
e iron, combine, but largely to the 
•eat demand for pig iron owing to in- 
reased trade and general business all 
ver the "country. 
It is also true that 


lere has been so much nil develop- 
ent of late, not only in tbis state, but 
roughout the country, that the de- 
and for casing has been enormous. 
'he price has gone up along with the 
emand,-for the-rapacity of the manu- 
cturies is limited.

Seeing it as I now have aeon it 


and knowing it as I now know it, T 
would walk every step of the way 
to Tosemite and be my own pack- 
ass rather than forego the happi- 
ness. 


As I cannot write descriptively of 


YosemitK, T hope I may be permit- 
ted to relate two or three tittle in- 
cidents connected with my'recent 
journey to the valley. 
I wilt at 


any rate set (hem down exactly as 
they occurred, or were related to 
me, In the hope that they may .thus 
be preserved- for the use of future 
historians. 


A WONDERFUL PICTURE. 


One fair. day as I wandered 


aJong the margin of the mirror- 
like Merced rubbering ardently as 
a maiden of 17 warm summers at 
the enthralling beauty of the scene, 
I observed a Kodak Pleiul in dis- 
tress. He was sitting upon a hard 
rock weeping bitterly. 


Touched by the evidence of his 


Brief I asked the cause of liis sor- 
row. 
Sobbing as he spoke, he told 


me that he had exhausted liis sup- 
ply of plates frying to get a pict- 
ure of the'mighty spire of granite 
' towering among the clouds above 
us. and had failed.

air I fastened the camera u it, 
having already tied the thread to 
the catch that works ti.c- shutter. 
This was for the double purpose of . 
working tbe combination at the 
'right: elevation and Of bringing the 
balloon back to earth after Its mis- 
sion was accomplished.

culty encountered

been reached to take the picture.

For a moment not a word was 


uttered, for we taw upon that plate 
as plainly as we could a.e our 1m- 
mages in a mirror the bright forms 
and fair faces of a. great number of 
people of all ages and both sexes.

The picture told the story so 


plainly that no one dare question 
It. that the heavenly hosts were 
enjoying a holiday and aptnrllng 
tlm time allotted for pleasure In 
gazing upon the wonderful beauty 
of Tosemite Valley.

In a private note Mr. Timberllne ex

86,400 Cwt above the valley, then whei 
lie pulled'the string the camera, tumei 
over and fooussed direc j upward.

The remains found at the bottom 


of Eagle CHIT were not thboe of a 


1 mountain lion, but of Aristotle, ona 
of the oldest, wisest and most 
-highly esteemed of tht muta ustd 
to pack passengers upon the trails 
leading to and from the dlscy 
'heights surrounding the valley. In 
his younger days Aristotle had been 
Komewhat frisky, and seemed to 
find pleasure m frightening timid 
tourists, but at the time of which 
I write ho bad paned through a.

The guide noted Aristotle's 


expression of intense disgust, and 
it is probably owing to the fact 
that he decided to ride him him- 
nelf that the top of the trail wa« 
reached without trouble; 
There 


the four-footed •; nfmals were turn- 


v-ed loose tu real and care f-r thtm- 


nelVe* while their human freight 
3sought positions of vantage where- 
upon to s-c the world of mount- 
ains and valley* spread out below 
and beyond them. 


Aristotle seemed to yearn for 


solitude.. He quickly moved away 
from the group of horses and other 
mules and, utood solitary and alone 
at the very brink of the precipice. 
Boon a group of persons of the 
average sort with whom the* aged 
mule had been intimately associat- 
ing for more than twenty years ap- 
proached the ?pot, and this Is what 
poor Aristotle, having ears of his 
own, was compelled to hear: 


"O. but 'tis a tit place for the 


Gods to dwell," said .the tall blonde 
president of the womens* club from 
Santa Cruz. 


"You bet it Is," said the Oakland 


drummer, "but darn such a rocky 
country, anyway. 
I'\ > got enough 


gravel in my an' es to macadama- 
ire a street." 


"It U Nature's supreme. Incom- 


parable effort." said the Professor 
from Fresno, solemnly and almost 
sternly. 
-"Language is utterly in-
